wife with him. The wife had made the trip primoril j, a he subsequently averred, 
to rnaxe certain that her husband did not become Involved in intelligence activity* 
During tho course of a long discussion in which all three parties participated, 
the wossan asserted that she Knew all about the way in which innocent refugees 
(like JOPPIEN) were snapped up in Marienfelde to be used by A IS as Instruments 
to recruit East Germans for espionage purposes. The source of her ar cane wisdom, 
she claimed, was a cousin. Identity 2 (possibly identical with the person of the 
same name cited in Reference C) whom she said worked at Marieufolde and knew the 
truth' about AIS ? s nasty habits. She and Identity 1 had apparently spent many 
evenings with Identity 2, absorbing his tales of deceit and perdition. It seems 
reason*. .le to assume that her presence at the meeting definitely contributed to 
the fact that JOPPIHN was overcome with reluctance to rook© any kind of pitch to 
Identity 1. (After this abortive effort, JOPPIEN was released and he has since 
settled in the Federal Republic.) 

2, We have no reason to doubt that JOPPIEN was not giving ills a relatively 
accurate acc mnt of his .meeting with Identity 1 and wife, nor .do U doubt the 
existence of an Identity 2, A person of this name does work at Marienfelde and 
^- s erqployed by any Berlin A IS unit. We are not, however, certain that Identity 2 
Is in fact an UPSWING staffer, a question to which wo must have an a ns wer since 
we intend to raake another approach to Identity 1. We are by no means interested 
in starting a Joint operation with UPSWING, but believe it would be unwise to try 
to recruit Identity 1 until the question of his possible UPSWING off illation has 
been clarified, and, if it ia determined that he does work for the Organization, 
until he has been told of our intention to go after Identity 1. We request 
therefore that you advise UPSWING of our interest in Identity 1, grounding thia 
disclosure on our feeling that Identity 2 .night belong to theo. Further, should 
this prove to be the ca se, UPSWING should make certain ..h^t he be directed to 
refrain from any activity wnich might Jeopardize our activity againat Identity 1.
